i) compounds having at least one carboxyl group; 

ii) carboxylic acid anhydrides; 

iii) diketenes; 

iv) amines; 

v) lactams; 

vi) alcohols; 

vii) alkoxylated alcohols; 

viii) alkoxylated amines; and 
xi) mixtures thereof,

colorants, optical brighteners, opacifiers, fabric care agents, anti-shrinkage agents, anti- 
wrinkle agents^ fabric crisping :igents, spotting agents, germicides, fungicides, anti- 
conosiott agents, antifoam agents, and tnixtures thereof.
